Thoro are m any traditions a nd sto­ 
ries of escapades at the M ilitary acade­ 
my a t W est Point tlmt are handed 
down from class to class, and one of 
tin* most interesting of these Is th a t re­ 
lating to the billiard table. 
Shortly 
after th e civil w ar the cadets, alw a y s 
on the a le rt for some new schem e for 
am usem ent, decided th at they would 
like to have a billiard table an d ac­ 
cordingly organized a billiard club. 
A 
collection w as taken up w ith w hich to 
purchase a table, and a suitable place 
w as sought In which to set It up. Until 
the p resen t steam henting a p p a ra tu s 
w as installed in tho cadet barracks, 
about 'to y ea rs or more ago, th e b eat­ 
ing w as by m eans of furnaces. 
Tile 
basem ent of tin* sixth division of the 
barracks w as used for coni bins, the 
bins being so arranged th a t th ere w as 
a large one n ear the center o f the 
building, w hich could only be reached 
by p assin g through one of th e others. 
A fter considering all available places 
this coal bin w as finally selected as be­ 
ing the place least liable to detection, 
for it m ust be rem embered tile table 
xvns unauthorized.

On reaching the basem ent 
doorway 1 f the sixth division the tw o 
cadets entered, an d the officers, a rriv ­ 
ing a m om ent later, saw them clim b 
over a pl!** of coal and enter an open 
door, th rou gh w hich came sounds of 
laughter and 
conversation 
and 
Hie 
Clicking of balls, while the a ir w as la- 
den w ith fra g ra n t tobacco smoke. 
The officers paused for a m om ent 
aud 
held a 
whispered consultation. 
Finally deciding th at they would tell 
the other officers of their discovery and 
have all of them come down th e fol­ 
lowing nigh t and enjoy the fun of a 
raid on the club, they w ithdrew and 
w ent home.

over the pile of coal.

light, but still no sound.

they found 
the room deserted, h u t 
there were th e billiard table, an alm ost 
untouched keg of beer, several pounds 
of tobacco, som e chairs and lastly a 
note oti tile table, addressed to the offi­ 
cers on d u ty a t W est Point. 
T he note 
w as to tho effect th at n.s the officers of 
the post h ad been so kind as to perm it 
the club to continue Its existence for 
more th an a y e a r it desired to present 
to them (the officers) the table aud all 
Its appurtenances, as ll wms deemed 
expedient to wind up the club’s affairs. 
T he note w as signed “The Executive 
Comm ittee ”
